We  believe  that  the  principle  article  in  this  issue  is  of  unusual  interest.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  important  we  have  ever  been  able  to  publish  in  the  Review,  holding  second 
place  only  to  the  announcemnt  of  the  discovery  of  the  1834  Proof  Set,  containing  a 
hitherto  unknown  specimen  of  the  1804  Dollar,  by  D.  F.  Spink  and  J.  C.  Risk  in  the 
Autumn  of  1962.  The  author,  Mme.  N.  Ivochkina,  is  attached  to  the  Hermitage  Museum 
in  Leningrad,  U.  S.  S.  R.  Her  contribution  was  written  directly  as  the  result  of  a paper 
by  Harry  M.  Severin,  which  originally  appeared  in  the  Review  five  years  ago. 

Mr.  Severin,  who  already  has  two  books  on  the  coinage  of  Imperial  Russia  to  his 
credit,  is  one  of  the  most  productive  numismatists  working  in  America  today.  In  1961 
he  advanced  certain  hypotheses  about  an  obscure  group  of  Russian  quasi-coins  in  an 
article,  “Mining  Rubles  or  Embassy  Ingots?”,  published  in  Vol.  II,  No.  2,  of  that  year. 
His  conclusions  were  not  challenged  until  two  years  later  when  Mr.  James  Todorovich 
(A.N.A.  17999)  submitted  a comment  in  which  he  pointed  out  that  I.  G.  Spassky,  one  of 
Russia’s  best  known  numismatists,  had  reached  a different  conclusion  about  the  attribu- 
tion of  the  quasi-coins  in  his,  Russkaya  Monetnaya  Sistema,  3rd  edition,  1962.  Spassky 
thought  Severin’s  “Embassy  Ingots”  should  be  considered,  “Assay  Pieces”. 

The  short  article  by  Mr.  Todorovic  (Vol.  IV,  No.  2,  1963)  seemed  to  bring  the  subject 
to  a close  for  the  time  being.  We  all  felt  that  the  next  move  would  have  to  come  from 
Russia  itself  where  ample  numismatic  archives  are  available  to  the  researcher.  Our  hopes 
were  fully  realized  when  Mme.  Ivochkina’s  paper  appeared  in  the  official  journal  of  the 
Hermitage  early  this  year.  In  it  she  paid  a deserved  tribute  to  Mr.  Severin’s  pioneer  work 
and  mentioned  the  Galleries.  We  were  naturally  pleased  that  material  originally  published 
in  the  Review  was  found  worthy  of  consideration  by  one  of  the  world’s  greatest  museums, 
and  numismatic  treasure  houses.  We  have  always  tried  to  make  the  Review  something 
more  than  just  another  list  of  coins  for  sale  by  including  in  it  worthwhile  reading  matter 
to  inform  or  amuse  the  numismatically  oriented  reader.  Mme.  Ivochkina  has  rendered 
us  a service  by  providing  evidence  that  our  efforts  have  achieved  some  measure  of  success. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  congratulate  Harry  Severin  on  the  tribute  extended  to 
him  by  the  Hermitage.  We  have  long  regarded  Harry  as  a dedicated  numismatist  who  sets 
what  should  be  a useful  example  to  all  coin  enthusiasts.  There  must  be  many  among  our 
readers  who  know  a great  deal  about  coins  but  somehow  never  “get  around”  to  putting 
what  they  know  in  writing.  Mme.  Ivochkina’s  article  proves  the  effort  can  be  worth- 
while. In  addition,  we  agree  wholeheartedly  with  the  sentiments  expressed  in  her  last 
paragraph.  Recent  years  have  witnessed  a marked  expansion  of  cultural  contacts  between 
Russia  and  the  United  States  far  beyond  anything  which  could  have  been  envisaged 
when  the  Editor  was  in  Moscow  eighteen  years  ago.  A mutual  understanding  between 
the  Russian  and  American  peoples  is  of  vital  importance  to  both.  If  numismatics  can 
play  a role  in  this  process  so  much  the  better. 
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CONCERNING  AN  ATTRIBUTION

Jn  the  course  of  the  last  year  there  has  been  a noticeable  increase  of  interest 
among  United  States  numismatists,  an  interest  which  also  found  reflection  in  scientific 
writings  of  American  authors  treating,  mainly,  with  coins  of  the  18th  to  20th  centuries. 
One  of  the  authors  doing  serious  work  on  Russian  numismatics  is  Mr.  Harry  M.  Severin 
who  recently  published  a volume  on  Gold  and  Platinum  coinage  from  the  year  1701, 1 
which  is  written  with  a thorough  knowledge  of  the  topic. 

Mr.  Severin  is  well  versed  in  the  well-known  Corpus  of  documents  relating  to  the 
history  of  the  Russian  coinage  of  the  18— 19th  centuries  ;2  he  became  interested  in  the 
archival  material  touching  on  the  manufacture  at  St.  Petersburg  Mint  in  the  first  half 
and  the  middle  of  the  19th  century  of  silver  ingots  in  special  form  intended  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  Russian  Religious  Mission  at  Peking. 

It  was  possible  to  establish  from  these  documents  that  since  the  year  1811  four 
forms  of  ingots  (weighing  ]/%,  %,  ]/2  and  one  pound)  had  been  periodically  produced  for 
the  Mission  and  for  a number  of  years  these  ingots  had  an  oblong  shape.  In  1829  the 
Ministry  of  Finance  offered-for  the  second  time-  to  produce  ingots  of  “cubical  form” 
with  markings  indicating  the  weight  of  each  but  the  Mint,  citing  the  practice  of  for- 
mer years,  again  opposed  this  shape.  In  1843,  however,  the  ingots  assumed  the 
illustrated  square  shape.  In  the  second  half  of  the  19th  century  the  ingots  designed  for 
the  Mission  were  sent  as  well  to  Consulates  situated  at  Kuldja  and  Chuguchak.3  There 
is  no  information  on  how  late  the  ingots  continued  to  be  minted  and,  until  quite  recently, 
the  ingots  themselves  had  remained  unknown.  This  obscurity  prompted  Mr.  Severin 
to  search  for  their  mention  in  the  documented  materials  of  the  Russian  coinage. 

In  1961,  the  firm  Coin  Galleries  published  in  their  periodical  Numismatic  Review 
an  article  by  Mr.  Severin  entitled,  “Mining  Rubles  or  Embassy  Ingots?”  in  which  he 
rightly  questioned  the  term  “mining  rubles”.  Such  specimens  were  long  known  to 
Russian  collectors  as  “PROBA”,  quasi-coins  of  silver,  bearing  the  shape  of  circular 
disks  in  four  sizes  with  crest  on  one  side  and  inscriptions  specifying  990'  fineness  and 
their  weights  of  10,  3,  1 Zolotniks,  and  24  Doli,  on  the  reverse  side. 

This  definition  of  mining  rubles  was  introduced  and  continued  by  cataloguers  of 
certain  auction  sales  abroad  as  early  as  the  beginning  of  the  present  century.  The  com- 
pilers had  considered  them  as  some  sort  of  payment  medium  for  personnel  of  the  Ural 
mines.  Unfortunately,  the  sources  listed  by  Mr.  Severin  are  not  available  here  but  he  was 
absolutely  correct  in  rejecting  such  a designation.  “Mining  Coins”  never  existed  in 
Russia  and,  generally  speaking,  private  money  issues  never  held  any  degree  of  prom- 
inence in  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century. 

The  peculiar  attribution  “Mining  Rubles”  can  be  explained  by  the  total  absence  of 
information  on  “Probi”  in  the  old  Russian  literature.  It  can  also  be  surmised  that  the 
term  was  prompted  by  a superficial  knowledge  of  so-called  “Ugolnyi  Pechatki”  or 
coal  tokens  which  had  a wide  circulation  in  the  18— 19th  centuries  through  diffusion  by 
the  metal-fabricating  industry  in  the  Urals,  Siberia  and  elsewhere  for  account  purposes 
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connected  with  the  labor  of  charcoal  production  workers.4  At  the  start  these  “pechatki” 
tokens  were  of  leather,  wood  or  birch  bark  but  since  the  30’s  of  the  18th  century  they 
had  been  gradually  displaced  by  metallic  tokens,  usually  copper,  somewhat  resembling 
coins.  They  never  bore  the  value  but  merely  the  amount  of  labor  as  “One  basket  of 
(char)coal”,  etc.  It  is  possible  that  within  the  limits  of  some  industrial  area  these 
tokens  would  also  serve  as  a local  medium  of  exchange  in  that  they  represented  a 
certain  sum  of  labor  but  despite  this  they  signified  nothing  else  but  account  tokens.5 

Recognizing  the  difficulty  of  his  task,  Mr.  Severin  did  not  attempt  to  identify  the 
silver  Mission  ingots  mentioned  in  the  documents  but  cautiously  advanced  the  sugges- 
tion the  “probi”  series  might  represent  a later  evolution  of  ingots.  He  was  correct  in 
stating  that,  because  of  their  exterior  attributes,  the  “probi”  could  not  have  been 
issued  before  1858  and  proposed  a date  of  emission  “around  1885”,  and  concluded  that 
the  round  ingots  could  have  no  longer  been  intended  for  the  Mission  but  for  the 
Embassy.  Hence  the  term  “Embassy  ingots”  in  the  title  of  the  article. 

After  having  published  four  varieties  of  the  “probi”  (the  full  series),  the  author 
completed  the  article  by  adding  another  Russian  ingot  he  had  chanced  across,  a gold 
ingot  weighing  10  grams  and  bearing  the  stamps  M D (Mohetni  Dvor-Mint)  and  Proba 
999.  He  referred  to  an  archival  record  that  on  the  Foreign  Ministry’s  initiative  trial 
gold  ingots  of  940  Fineness  had  been  issued  in  1843  to  facilitate  transportation  of  valu- 
ables for  the  Missions  via  caravan.  But  almost  immediately  the  gold  ingots  were  judged 
impractical  owing  to  the  low  value  of  gold  in  Asia  and  the  production  of  silver  ingots 
was  resumed.6 

Mr.  Severin’s  conclusion  on  the  silver  ingot  was  corrected  one  year  after  publica- 
tion of  his  article  by  the  appearance  of  I.  G.  Spassky’s  3rd,  enlarged  edition  of,  Russian 
Monetary  Systems,  in  1962.  In  the  section  of  this  book  touching  on  Russian  gold 
coinage  (p.  188)  the  four  varieties  of  “probi”  known  to  Mr.  Severin,  and  an  earlier 
specimen  in  0.6250  Grams  are  published  as  peculiar  mementos  of  this  coinage.  Accord- 
ing to  I.  G.  Spassky,  they  related  to  “gold  miners  who  delivered  gold  to  the  Mint  for 
coining  and  received  the  residue  of  pure  silver  separated  during  the  refining  process  in 
the  form  of  circular  disks”.  This  definition  is  also  contained  in  the  Hermitage  catalogues 
issued  between  1910-1917. 

The  summary  nature  of  I.  G.  Spassky’s  book  did  not  necessitate  detailed  amplifica- 
tion of  the  attribution.  It  can  therefore  be  explained  here  that  Russian  legislation  on 
mining  operations  provided  for  return  of  the  separated  silver  residue  to  its  owners. 

A provision  of  the  Monetary  Regulations  of  1899  stipulated  that  silver  obtained 
from  the  separation  process  would  be  returned  to  its  owners  in  the  form  of  solids  and 
the  owners  would  pay  a fee  for  such  production.  Quantities  of  silver  below  24  Doli  (weight 
of  the  smallest  “proba”)  would  be  paid  for  in  currency.  The  regulations  also  directed 
that  all  ingots  must  bear  the  Imperial  crest,  indication  of  weight,  the  fineness,  and 
initials  of  the  Mint’s  control-assayer.7  All  such  stipulations  fully  conform  with  the 
exterior  appearance  of  our  “probi”. 

The  series  initially  published  in  1961,  then  in  1962,  must  be  dated  not  before  1858 
since  it  was  only  from  that  year  that  the  equestrian  figure  on  the  middle  shield  (of 
the  Imperial  crest)  is  shown  galloping  to  the  left.  The  initials  A.D.  under  crest  corres- 
pond to  the  first  and  last  names  of  the  assayer,  A.  Dobronizsky,  who  functioned  at 
St.  Petersburg  Mint  from  1859  to  1905.8  No  information  is  available  on  the  exact  time 
he  had  assumed  the  post  of  control-assayer. 
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It  is  curious  to  note  that  the  originator  of  the  term  “Mining  Rubles”  (based  on 
absolutely  wrong  premises)  was  not  very  far  from  the  truth,  formally  speaking,  since, 
as  we  see,  the  “probi”  are  indeed  doubtlessly  connected  with  the  mines  and  mining 
industry. 

Mr.  Severin’s  attribution  of  the 
gold  ingot  must  also  be  rejected 
as  unjustified.  Here,  he  should  have 
been  wary  of  hasty  deduction  on 
indication  of  weight  in  grams, 
something  clearly  impossible  in 
Russia  during  the  entire  19th  cen- 
tury. The  Hermitage  houses  an  en- 
tire series  of  these  ingots — in  5,  10 
and  50  Grams — which  were  acquired 
in  1926  from  the  Leningrad  hall- 
mark controller’s  office  as  speci- 
mens of  so-called  “standard  gold” 
which,  at  that  time,  were  on  sale 
by  the  Soviet  State  for  industrial 
requirements.  The  specialized  litera- 
ture does  not  mention  these  ingots 
but  they  had  been  noted  at  that 
period  in  fictional  works.  Precisely 
such  an  ingot — even  with  1924,  the  exact  date  of  emission — was  described  in  one  of  the 
short  satirical  stories  by  Mikhail  Zoschenko.9 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  Mission  (silver)  ingot  was  initially  published  in 
the  United  States.  As  early  as  1958  a dealer  in  Cincinnatti,  Sol  Kaplan,  issued  a pros- 
pectus on  part  of  the  former  collection  of  Grand  Duke  Mikhailovich  which  was  offered 
for  sale.  The  prospectus  had  been  compiled  by  Mr.  Kosoff.  One  of  the  illustrations 
pictures  a rectangular  ingot  looking  like  a slab  and  weighing  l/8  of  a pound.  The  blank 
reverse  side  is  also  shown  containing  a correct  definition  written  in  India  ink  and 
dated  1859.19 

While  assembling  material  for  his  book,  I.  G.  Spassky  at  that  time  had  no  know- 
ledge of  the  Kaplan  prospectus.  He  noticed  at  the  Hermitage  an  exactly  similar 
slab  ingot  weighing  l/8  lb.  and  measuring  37  x37  x 3mm  which  was  among  the  “probi”. 
Both  types  were  included  in  the  collection  inventory.  He  had  some  doubts  about  the 
definition’s  correctness  and  soon  after  found  in  the  Grand  Duke’s  archival  notes  that 
the  Grand  Duke  possessed  a similar  specimen  in  his  collection.  A Captain  Zhadovsky 
had  written  in  1891  offering  for  sale  a “silver  ingot  of  l/g  lb.  which  was  fabricated  for 
the  Peking  Religious  Mission  and  for  consulates  in  Kuldja  and  Chuguchak”  but  the 
offer  was  declined  as  the  Grand  Duke  already  owned  one.”11  (It  is  possible  that  Zhadov- 
sky found  a buyer  in  the  person  of  F.  M.  Pliushkin,  a Pskov  collector.  The  Hermitage 
specimen  originated  from  his  Pskov  source.)  Later,  two  more  specimens  were  dis- 
covered among  the  Hermitage  Duplicates  Reserve  — one  of  the  same  weight  and  the 
other,  somewhat  thinner,  weighing  1/16  pound.  All  ingots  are  of  960  fineness. 

The  fact  that  a 1/16  lb.  ingot  has  been  found  seems  to  us  significant  especially  since 
comparison  of  the  two  varieties  enables  us  to  form  an  opinion  on  heavier  ingots  yet 
undiscovered. 


Standard  Gold  Ingots 
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The  composition  of  the  series  is  known  only  from  a document  dated  1829  in  which 
the  smallest  ingot  is  mentioned  as  weighing  */%  lb.  However,  the  introduction  of  an 
ingot  of  a different  weight  later  on,  e.g.,  at  a moment  when  square  ingots  were  intro- 
duced, appears  quite  probable. 

Since  the  ingots  in  two  different  weights  differ  only  in  thickness  we  have  grounds 
to  believe  that  other  “denominations”  — those  of  54  and  one  pound  — also  were 
square-shaped  and  of  the  same  37  x 37  mm  size,  differing  only  in  thickness.  This  also  ex- 
plains the  expression  “cubic”  shape  cited  in  the  1829  document  since  a 1 lb.  ingot  must, 
indeed,  be  of  a quasi-cubic  shape  (height  not  less  than  25-27  mm).  The  standard  shape 
of  the  ingots  can  also  be  explained  by  the  convenience  for  storing  in  saddlepacks  for 
transport  by  caravan.  This  probably  also  explains  the  Ministry’s  insistence  on  a new 
shape  of  ingot.  *

Further,  it  is  equally  important  for  us  that  the  three  similar  ingots  (two  from  the 
Hermitage  collection  and  one  from  the  1958  publication)  have  absolutely  identical 
markings : their  “denomination”  *4  is  in  the  upper  left  corner,  while  the  1/16  lb.  ingot 
has  the  stamp  in  the  lower  right  corner.  Hence  a deduction  that  each  ingot  variety 
has  its  own  stamp  location,  and  the  stamps  “54”  and  “54”  were  also  applied  in  the 
corners  of  upper  right  and  lower  left  while  the  one  lb.  ingot  may  have  had  its  stamp 
in  the  center. 
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In  the  concluding  part  of  his  article  Mr.  Severin  gives  a very  high  evaluation  to 
the  research  performed  by  Soviet  numismatists  and  expresses  regret  at  the  great  dif- 
ficulty in  securing  Russian  publications.  He  voices  the  hope  that  his  article  would  come 
to  the  attention  of  Russian  researchers  and  that  they  would  help  to  solve  the  question 
which  was  an  enigma  to  him.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Severin’s  pioneer  article  we  were  able  to 
remove  this  “blank  spot”  in  the  field  of  systemization  of  Russian  numismatic  material. 
We  see  in  this  another  proof  of  the  desirability  of  expanding  contacts  between  the 
scientists  in  the  USSR  and  the  United  States,  and  of  a wider  exchange  of  publications.

COMMENTS  ON  Mme.  IVOCHKINA’S  PAPER

All  in  all  a period  of  nearly  five  years  had  elapsed  since,  Mining  Rubles  or  Embassy 
Ingots,  initially  appeared  in  this  publication’s  Vol.  II,  No.  2 of  1961.  Then,  as  in  my 
revised  version  for,  Silver  Coinage  of  Imperial  Russia,  p.  252,  the  wish  was  expressed 
that  fresh  light  on  the  elusive  ingot  question  would  emanate  from  the  Soviet  Union. 
It  has  been  a long  wait  as  Russian  mills  grind  slowly  but  exceedingly  fine.  In  a recent 
Review  I stated,  on  receipt  of  information  from  a non-Soviet  source,  that  a long-awaited 
Hermitage  publication  would  confirm  my  conjecture  that  the  four  circular  silver  ingots 
had  evolved  from  earlier,  square  ingots  used  in  Peking  and  Mongolia.  As  it  turned  out, 
the  advance  notice  supplied  to  me,  while  zealous,  was  based  on  a misinterpretation. 
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It  will  be  noticed  Mme.  Ivochkina  did  not  mention,  Silver  Coinage  of  Imperial 
Russia,  published  about  May  1965  which  contained  a revised  approach  to  the  ingot 
problem.  Very  possibly  she  knew  of  the  volume  only  after  beginning  her  research. 
My  collection  and  evaluation  of  materials  was  underway,  revision  and  editing  ensued, 
and  finally  the  finished  work  was  put  to  press.  A change  of  publishing  house  had  also 
delayed  the  final  issue  of  the  book. 

It  is  hoped  not  much  of  the  original  thought  or  flavor  has  been  lost  in  the  translation 
of  Mme.  Ivochkina’s  article  which,  excellent  and  pithy  as  it  is,  presents  some  unre- 
solved points.  If  one  accepts  that  circular  silver  ingots  were  silver  residue  of  gold 
ore  brought  to  the  mint,  why  are  there  pieces  of  four  specific  weights  bearing  no  actual 
relationship  to  currency  or  to  metallic  objects  used  by  manufacturing  jewelers  or  in- 
dustrial concerns?  What  was  the  purpose  and  ultimate  use  of  such  silver  weights, 
each  fully  stamped  and  defined  in  accordance  with  extant  coinage  regulations,  supplied 
to  ore-holding  owners  after  the  refining  process?  Were  the  ingots  retained,  per  se, 
with  no  further  use  in  mind  or  were  they  earmarked  by  owner-recipients  for  a money 
substitute,  for  a medium  of  payment,  or  diverted  to  industrial  usage  as  the  later  Soviet 
gold  ingot? 

Mme.  Ivochkina  clearly  solves  the  problem  of  the  illustrated  square  ingots.  They 
were  produced  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Religious  Mission  at  Peking  and  for  con- 
sulates at  Chuguchak  and  Kuldja,  or  Hi,  as  the  latter  was  known  to  the  Chinese  who 
recovered  that  town  and  surrounding  area  in  1881  following  its  seizure  by  the  Russians 
in  1871.  Author  Hsu  (see  listed  work  at  conclusion)  states  the  Chinese  government 
alone  paid  for  travel  expenses  and  maintenance  of  Russian  religious  personnel.  They 
were  given  a site  for  a church  or  hostel,  supplied  food,  Chinese  garments  and  instruc- 
tion in  Chinese.  In  sum,  it  cost  China  over  10,000  rubles  yearly  (circa  1875)  to  provide 
for  the  well-being  of  Russian  priests  and  other  personnel. 

At  current  writing  only  the  % (2  var.)  and  1/16  pound  ingots  have  come  to  light. 
Their  oblong  forerunners,  first  documented  from  1811  when  a Russian  trade  mission 
arrived  at  Kuldja  to  assess  the  region’s  commercial  potential,  are  still  undiscovered.  It 
is  easy  to  fall  back  on  that  facile  and  time-honored  phrase  “everything  was  melted 
down”  but  I strongly  believe  the  missing  square  (and  the  early  sharp-edged  gold) 
ingots  will  be  uncovered  at  the  Hermitage  or  provincial  museums  now  that  investiga- 
tions have  received  meaningful  impetus.  Researches  directed  toward  Peking,  the  towns 
of  Chuguchak  and  Kuldja  in  Jungaria  (Dzungaria)  of  present  day  Sinkiang,  or  even 
Harbin  in  Manchuria  where  a large  Russian  commercial  enclave  existed  in  pre-and  post- 
Revolutionary  times  would  be  helpful. 

Of  late  I have  attempted  to  find  some  mention  of  the  absorbing  round  ingots  in 
Western  and  Chinese  sources  written  in  English.  The  Encyclopaedia  Sinica  was  con- 
sulted as  well  as  innumerable  numismatic  works  on  China’s  coinage.  Nothing  of  signifi- 
cance has  turned  up  but  the  following  authors  and  titles,  yet  unprocurable  save  the 
first  reference,  may  offer  valid  material:

As  the  regular  readers  of  this  publication  have  reason  to  know,  the  problem  pre- 
sented by  the  great  public  interest  in  coins  and  collecting  has  frequently  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  Editor.  He  returns  to  the  same  subject  again  because  he  feels  it  is  one 
which  should  concern  every  serious  member  of  the  coin  fraternity.  With  no  intention  of 
making  an  examination  in  depth  for  the  moment,  he  would  like  to  comment  on  just 
one  aspect  of  the  current  state  of  affairs. 

The  phenomenon  which  characterizes  today’s  collecting  world,  and  the  “market”  for 
that  matter,  might  be  called  the  prevalence  of  amateurs.  We  have  never  before  encoun- 
tered a field  of  endeavor  in  which  ordinary  uninformed  individuals  think  they  can  become 
instant  “Experts”.  Destitute  of  virtually  all  knowledge,  numismatic,  economic  or  histori- 
cal, with  only  a few  scraps  of  Sunday  Supplement  romance  rattling  around  in  their 
noodles  and  somebody’s  guide  book  in  hand,  they  cheerfully  consider  themselves  “Numis- 
matists.” If  they  were  aware  of  their  deficiencies  and  took  prudent  steps  to  remedy 
them,  the  present  situation  would  be  different.  Unfortunately  the  attempt  is  seldom 
made  by  very  many,  and  never  made  by  those  persons  whose  efforts  to  disguise  their 
illiteracy  is  least  effective. 

Anyone  aspiring  to  play  tennis,  golf  or  baseball  knows  from  the  beginning  he  has 
to  learn  the  game  and  learn  the  rules.  There  seems  to  be  something  about  the  coin 
game  that  convinces  too  many  they  know  when  they  know  not  and  blinds  them  to  the 
appalling  depths  of  their  own  ignorance.  The  very  looseness  of  the  customs  accepted  by 
the  American  tribal  group  encourages  an  almost  religious  belief  in  the  old  cliche,  “My 
opinion  is  as  good  as  yours.”  In  the  area  of  personal  taste  this  view  may  contain  a 
grain  of  truth.  But  in  an  area  where  specific  scholarly  knowledge  is  essential  only  an 
educated  opinion  has  any  validity.  There  is  some  element  in  the  coin  game  that  endows 
the  least  qualified  of  the  players  with  false  courage  and  false  self-importance.  We  do 
not  know  of  any  other  human  activity  where  experience  and  knowledge  is  at  such  a 
discount  as  among  those  who  move  in  today’s  coin  collecting  orbit.  To  us  the  odd  thing 
is  that  apparently  so  few  of  the  better  informed  regard  the  situation  as  seriously  dis- 
quieting. 

Examples  illustrating  our  point  have  been  furnished  in  other  issues  of  the  Review. 
Purely  by  chance,  however,  in  the  course  of  the  past  week  the  Editor  found  himself 
wearing  two  different  hats,  but  not  concurrently.  On  both  occasions  he  was  provided 
with  fresh  evidence  of  amateurs  in  the  woodpile.  While  the  first  incident  was  only  vague- 
ly numismatic,  it  still  has  the  relevance  of  a Biblical  parable.  On  a Saturday  afternoon 
we  stopped  to  look  into  the  window  of  an  antique  jewelry  shop.  Our  eye  was  caught  by 
a small  onyx  cameo  of  Queen  Victoria  set  in  an  18  carat  gold  frame.  The  portrait  was 
clearly  inspired  by  the  well-known  Veiled  Bust  created  by  Sir  Thomas  Brock,  K.C.B., 
R.A.,  for  the  coinage  of  1893.  On  entering  and  asking  to  see  “that  cameo  on  the  upper 
left  hand  corner  of  the  green  pad  in  the  front  window,”  the  distaff  side  of  the  very 
pleasant  couple  who  presided  over  the  establishment  handed  it  to  me  with  the  comment, 
“Yes,  it’s  the  lady  herself.”  From  this  we  gathered  that  she  also  recognized  the  subject. 
After  savouring  the  price  we  took  a few  days  to  consider  before  spending  our  money 
— a practice  highly  recommended  to  all  collectors.

When  the  purchase  was  finally  made  early  in  the  next  week  we  became  involved 
in  an  interesting  conversation  with  the  proprietors  about  cameos  in  general.  One  of  their 
greatest  treasures  was  produced  for  inspection.  Before  the  viewing  the  lady  of  the  House 
announced  that  the  subject  was,  “Queen  Victoria’s  greatest  enemy.”  There  followed  a 
pregnant  pause  during  which  we  were  thrown  against  the  ropes,  struck  dumb.  For  a 
moment  the  only  person  we  could  think  of  who  might  fit  that  description  was  Lytton 
Strachey,  and  surely  nobody  would  have  considered  him  worthy  of  a cameo.  Then 
madame  put  a small  object  into  our  hands  with  the  triumphant  announcement,  “Mary 
Queen  of  Scots!”  She  could  hardly  have  chosen  a worse  audience  before  whom  to  display 
this  particular  example  of  addled  biography.  The  onyx  carving,  with  quite  unmistakable 
nineteenth  Century  characteristics,  showed  a female  wearing  a large  farthingale,  who 
bore  some  vague  resemblance  to  any  portrait  of  Elizabeth  I.  Mary  of  Scotland  it  cer- 
tainly was  not.  But  we  didn’t  spoil  the  owner’s  illusions. 

A few  days  later  a voluble  individual  came  to  the  Galleries.  He  wanted  to  know  for 
sure  which  was  the  Obverse  and  which  was  the  Reverse  of  the  Churchill  Crown.  The 
Editor  was  called  upon  to  cope.  The  visitor  remarked  that  the  Obverse  of  a coin  always 
showed  a head.  What  troubled  him  was  that  this  coin  had  two  heads.  Oh  yes,  he  knew 
“the  British”  traditionally  regarded  the  Queen’s  portrait  as  the  Obverse,  still  the  two 
heads  puzzled  him.  We  explained  that  there  was  no  difficulty  in  deciding  which  was 
which  because  rather  more  than  tradition  was  involved.  By  law  the  Sovereign’s  portrait 
appeared  on  the  Obverse  of  the  British  coinage.  To  our  astonishment  he  replied,  “Yes, 
perhaps  it  does  by  British  law  but  I’m  an  American  citizen  and  I don’t  have  to  pay  any 
attention  to  British  law.”  In  the  ensuing  discussion  he  remarked  that  it  was  easy  to  tell 
the  Obverse  of  an  “English  cent”  (of  which  he  had  a large  collection)  because  the  other 
side  showed,  “Britannicus !”  Then  it  developed  he  really  didn’t  know  the  meaning  of 
“Obverse”  and  “Reverse.”  Eventually  he  departed  still  complaining  that  he  couldn’t 
make  up  his  mind  about  the  Churchill  Crown.  “In  my  opinion,”  said  he,  “it  is  a very 
difficult  question.”  When  told  he  was  not  equipped  to  have  an  opinion  at  all,  he  parroted, 
“That’s  your  opinion.”  Incidentally,  we  parted  friends. 

Now  both  misinformed  persons  just  mentioned  have  more  than  one  point  in  common 
with  a small  boy  we  encountered  in  the  neighborhood  the  other  night.  This  six-year-old 
urchin,  with  an  incredibly  dirty  face  and  a model  airplane  in  his  hand,  was  walking  along 
at  peace  with  his  world,  singing  a song.  The  first  words  were,  “Stop,  Baby,  I Wanna 
Talk  to  You.”  Neither  the  Dealer  nor  the  Collector  know  any  more  about  cameos  or 
coins  than  the  six-year-old  knows  about  “Babes.”  And  both  were  equally  unaware  of 
their  ignorance.  As  the  late  Speaker  of  the  House,  Thomas  B.  Reed,  said  of  two  mem- 
bers of  Congress,  “Every  time  they  open  their  mouths  they  subtract  from  the  sum  of 
human  knowledge.” 

The  significance  of  the  two  collecting  fables  for  our  time  is  not  so  much  intrinsic  as 
symptomatic.  The  fact  that  people  like  those  just  mentioned  find  ready  acceptance  at 
their  own  face  value,  indicates  a very  curious  state  of  intellectual  affairs  in  today’s  world 
of  coins.  What  can  be  done  about  the  situation  they  represent?  To  this  logical  inquiry 
the  answer  must  first  be  that  individually  the  informed  hobbyist  can  do  little.  Collec- 
tively perhaps  much  can  be  achieved.  There  are  still  enough  of  the  “old  coin  hands”  left 
around  to  make  their  pressure  felt  if  they  wish  to  exert  it.  In  spite  of  today’s  trends 
there  are  also  many  more  good  Collectors  on  the  way  up.  But  we  will  not  presume  to 
provide  a complete  answer  to  our  own  question.  Something  must  be  left  to  individual 
initiative.  If  you  have  any  good  ideas  yourself  you  might  let  the  Editor  know  about  them. 
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COINS  IN  THE  NEWS 


The  news  story  quoted  below,  and  the  accompanying  illustration,  appeared  in  the 
Los  Angeles  Times,  Sunday,  March  13,  1966,  Section  C,  page  5.  The  cutting  was  sent  to 
us  by  Mr.  Wayne  C.  Phillips  of  Arcadia,  California. 

Origin  of  Ancient  Coin  Proves  Mystery 

“OXNARD  — An  Oxnard  man  is  trying  to  identify  an  apparently  ancient  coin  which 
he  has  had  for  over  two  years. 

H.  W.  Aven,  a water  plant  operator  for  the  city  of  Port  Hueneme,  has  been  offered 
$300  for  the  coin  by  a dealer.  But  Aven  wants  to  identify  it  because  he  thinks  it  may 
be  worth  more. 

He  found  the  coin  while  spading  a lawn  for  his  brother  in  Daly  City.  The  piece 
is  about  the  size  of  a quarter,  but  thicker,  and  appears  to  be  made  of  bronze  or  brass. 

One  side  shows  the  head  of  a woman.  On  the  other  is  a full  figure  of  a woman 
seated  on  a chair.  Aven  believes  he  has  found  the  digits  1 and  4 on  the  coin,  which  he 
thinks  may  indicate  a year  in  the  1400’s.

Catalogs  of  coins  dating  back  to  the  17th  century  have  shown  nothing  resembling 
Aven’s  coin.  Even  the  dealer  who  offered  $300  for  it  could  not  identify  the  coin. 

Aven  hopes  to  find  a book  of  even  older  coins  which  may  yield  the  answer.” 

Comments  on  the  “Mystery” 

Mr.  Phillips  feels  rather  strongly  about  the  implications  of  this  article  as  it  reflects 
the  public  attitude  towards  coins  and  collecting.  He  makes  the  following  observations : 
“1.  The  professional  in  the  field  knows  no  more  than  the  amateur.  (Even  the 
dealer  who  offered ($300)  couldn’t  identify  the  coin.) 

2.  Guesswork  is  the  guide  to  value  in  numismatics.  (He  thinks  the  coin  may  be 
worth  more,  because  he  has  found  a 1 and  4 — don’t  ask  me  where  — which  he 
thinks  may  indicate  a year  in  the  1400’s.) 

3.  Factual  material  on  coins  is  scarce.  (He  hopes  to  find  a book )” 

The  Editor  feels  that  both  the  news  story  and  Mr.  Phillips  remarks  should  inspire 
other  readers  to  write  and  give  us  the  benefit  of  their  own  opinions.

The  Cob  Issues  of  Spanish  America 

We  have  been  in  receipt  of  several  letters  in  recent  months  expressing 
an  interest  in  the  Cob  issues  of  Spanish  America.  Although  we  have 
attempted  to  rouse  the  Collector’s  interest  in  Cob  pieces  for  several  years, 
our  efforts  seemed  to  fall  on  rather  stony  ground.  Now  the  situation  appears 
to  be  changing.  If  there  is  a good  explanation  for  the  change  we  would 
suggest  that  the  wide  publicity  given  sunken  “Treasure”  finds  off  the  coast 
of  Florida  and  around  the  Caribbean  Islands  may  have  something  to  do 
with  it. 

Whatever  the  reasons  for  the  sudden  focussing  of  attention  on  Cob 
coins  we  trust  that  the  following  list  of  Potosi  pieces  will  attract  some 
attention.  The  two  gold  Doubloons  of  Lima  will  serve  as  a reminder  that  not 
all  Cobs  were  silver.  One  of  the  useful  aspects  of  the  Cob  series  is  that  it 
requires  numismatic  study  on  the  Collector’s  part.  In  the  process  he  is  likely 
to  learn  a variety  of  fascinating  things  about  the  familiar  money  of  Colonial 
America,  not  to  mention  Pirates.  At  least  we  hope  that  one  result  of  his 
new  found  knowledge  will  be  to  put  an  end  to  further  descriptions  of  the 
milled  8 Reales  of  Charles  IV  and  Ferdinand  VII  as  coins  “used  during  the 
Pirate  wars  with  Spain”,  or,  even  worse,  as  “Pirate  Money”.

EARLY  19th  CENTURY  ENGLISH  SILVER  TOKENS 

The  shortage  of  small  coins  in  England  during  the  early  years  of  the  last  Century 
has  been  referred  to  before  in  the  pages  of  the  Review.  (See  “The  Great  Coin  Shortage”, 
Vol.  V,  No.  6,  1964).  Such  was  the  force  of  custom  and  tradition,  combined  with  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  nature  of  the  problem,  that  the  Government  was  seemingly 
unable  to  provide  any  solution.  As  a stop  gap  measure  the  Bank  was  permitted  to  issue 
silver  tokens.  The  private  silver  tokens  described  below  indicate  how  the  commercial 
and  trading  community  tried  to  help  itself. 

As  soon  as  the  Bank’s  3 Shilling  and  18  Penny  Tokens  were  put  into  circulation  in 
July,  1811,  it  became  apparent  that  the  coins  did  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  country 
while,  at  the  same  time,  they  gave  rise  to  unforeseen  difficulties.  The  denominations  were 
awkward  and  the  total  issue  was  hardly  sufficient.  In  desperation  private  Banks  and 
businessmen  began  to  issue  tokens  of  their  own  in  the  more  convenient  denominations 
of  1 Shilling  and  6 Pence.  These  pieces  were  welcomed  with  great  relief  throughout  the 
country.  Nevertheless,  they  soon  attracted  the  displeasure  of  the  Treasury. 

Given  the  unchanging  nature  of  the  human  animal,  the  essence  of  the  problem  should 
have  been  foreseen.  We  are  familiar  with  “Token  coins”,  understanding  these  words  to 
mean  coins  which  do  not  contain  metal  of  a value  equal  to  their  face  value.  The  Bank’s 
tokens  contained  considerably  less  than  their  face  value.  The  trouble  was  that  the 
private  tokens  were  even  lighter.  Inevitably,  the  Bank’s  issues  began  to  be  melted  down 
to  provide  the  metal  for  private  issues.  The  following  brief  examples  should  suffice  to 
illustrate  the  situation : 

Weight  Weight 

Regal  Shilling,  1787.  6 grams  Bath  ,2  Shillings,  (B799).  7.68  grams 

Bank  Is.  6d.,  1811.  7.43  grams  Bath  Shilling,  (B800).  3.97  grams 

The  difference  was  sufficient  to  bring  Gresham’s  Law  into  operation. 

The  response  of  Authority  to  the  dilemma  followed  a familiar  pattern.  In  July,  1812, 
an  Act  of  Parliament  forbade  the  issue  of  private  tokens  in  gold  or  silver  and  declared 
that,  subject  to  certain  penalties,  none  should  circulate  after  March  25,  1813,  except  those 
of  the  Banks  of  England  and  Ireland.  The  honest  citizens  were  not  pleased.  In  September 
some  hundreds  of  the  inhabitants  and  tradesmen  of  Reading  publicly  extended  their 
thanks  to  J.  B.  Monck,  Esq.  for  the  convenience  afforded  them  by  the  issue  of  his 
tokens,  and  expressed  surprise  at  the  Government’s  action.  This  was  not  an  isolated 
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example.  Such  was  the  pressure  that  on  March  13,  1813,  the  Government  was  forced  to 
extend  the  circulation  of  private  tokens  until  July  5,  1814. 

Interestingly  enough,  the  Tokens  manage  to  tell  their  own  story  fairly  well.  The 
Launceston  Shilling  (B789),  “Issued  to  facilitate  Trade”,  is  typical.  Another  common 
inscription  was,  “Issued  for  Public  Accommodation”.  Some  of  them,  like  the  Teignmouth 
Shilling  (B790),  specify  that  20  Tokens  can  be  exchanged  for  a Bank  of  England  Pound 
Note.  Others  specified  only  “A  Pound  Note”.  The  pieces  were  redeemable  for  paper 
currency  at  the  place  of  business  of  the  issuer,  generally  either  a counting  house  or  a 
bank.  But  in  Birmingham  the  possessor  of  20  Tokens  had  to  go  to  the  Workhouse  to  get 
his  Pound  and  the  building  depicted  on  the  coin  was  probably  meant  to  be  that  Work- 
house ! (B806). 

The  moral  of  this  bit  of  economic  history  should  be  clear  to  the  Collector.  Private 
tokens  fulfilled  a very  essential  function  in  the  England  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars  simply 
because  there  was  no  Regal  Coinage.  For  this  reason  they  should  be  regarded  in  a slightly 
different  light  from  that  in  which  private  issues  are  generally  regarded.  They  are  more 
actual  coins  than  just  “Tokens”  of  the  conventional  sort.  In  addition,  the  series  is  a 
fascinating  one  which  (as  yet)  does  not  suffer  from  effects  of  any  Numismatic  “Tulip 
Mania”.
